The. Chief of Police of Waukegan Says 

the Thing for Them to do was lo 

Notify Him of Places 



The "expose" miuln by the Sun Monday 
evening relative to gambling in Waukegan 
has caused the police of the 'city to .say: 
"It in now up to the Sun to do something 
that will enable us to bring the offenders 
to jiidicc— in other wonU. the Sun has tho 
evidence auainst tho places, according to 
their own say<so and it is up to them to 
make formal complaint* against the people 
they *aw in the places and thone who oper- 
ated the in. We'll do the rest If they make 
«ood after saying what they have." 

The Sun told of a specinl reporter visit- 
ing certain plnccs and of what he saw 
there. The police declnrb they arc willing 
and anxious to arrent nil violators of .the 
law nnd the only thing is that they must 
set the evidence. If people make com- 
plaint, they are willing toj>rosecuie. The 
reason people have refrained from making 
complaint is that the ones who kick are 
unable to get evidence. 

Now, in the case of the Sun, U has 
printed statements that its representatives 
saw these things and it's up Lo them to 
make a lhow-down— in other words, the 
police are from Missouri nnd if the Sun 
can make good on the claims, why the 
police say: "I/tthem make out a com- 
plaint and cause the arrest of the offenders 
or else keep quid; they make no specinl 
references to the places and we do not know 
w jiere they are— lhe Sun says it knows — 
llViiplo them.'' 

ILre is what Chief of Police Tyrrell said 
on tho mutter: "There h nothing to that 
-erie- of statements nuule in the Sun so fur 
as I know. I don't think they net fair 
with me— if they learned that such places 
prKratc, it i« their place, as well n* the 
average citi/.-n, to come to me and tell me 
about it. Then,- if I don't act, if I don't 
ire after the places, then tbey can -.print 
such stuff and tell the public that I" have 
failed in my duty. If they, or anybody 
else know of such places, if they will niuke 
complaint ngniait the places, I shall take 
steps to prosecute the offenders.' *— Wau- 
kegan Gazette.

SHOULD HAVE SLEEP OUT. 



Writer Objects to Custom of ArouBlng 
Children Early, 

Dr. Woods Hutchinson, writing of 
Sleep In the American Magazine, criti- 
cizes boarding schools sharply for get- 
ting young people up too early In the 
morning. He says: "A baby or young 
child should havo absolutely every 
minute ot sleep that It can bo induced 
to take, and sleeplessness Is even, 
more emphatically a sign of disease In 
children than In adults, Tho necessity 
and capacity for largo amounts of re- 
freshing Bleep persists up to adult. Ilfo 
and tho amount required seldom falls 
below ten hours before the elghteeath 
or twontleth year. To make children 
or rapidly growing young adults get 
up before they hnve had tboir sloop 
out, and feel thoroughly rested, Is not 
merely irrational but cruel, and when 
It Is done as a routine practice at 
boarding schools, or other Institutions, 
by those who pretend to be fitted to 
hnvo the euro of children li li little 
short of criminal." 



Name Sounded Familiar, . 
I was'ty'-nlng over the leaves of a 
magazinaone afternoon and' my little 
brother, threes-years old, happened to 
he standing •gar. As I turned one 
pago_ I gazed \pn a lovely painting of 
Joan" ot Arc. "Do you know who this 
Is, Ralph?" I asked. Ho looked at 
It for' a second and then be said, "Oh, 
yea, I know; that's— that's— oh, you 
know/ he stammered, "she's tbe one 
who swallowed the whale." Ho had 
confounded the two names of Jonah 
and Joan,— Exchange, 
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Benares, India. — Thla Is holy Hindu 
ground, Even If such an outcast as 
a European should quit earth on thla 
most favored spot, ho might hopo to 
bo born again ns a Hindu. This Is tho 
best placo In tbo world to dla, accord- 
lug to tho belief of 207,140,000 Hindus. 
That Is why thousands ot pcreons are 
yearly brought here for that express 
purpose, and . wealthy rajahs build 
palaces along the river bank In which 
to spend their dying days, Tbo sim- 
ple fact of dwelling In this sacred 
city Imparts sanctity to ono. More 
than Mecca Is to tho Mohammedan, 
Benares Is to the Hindu. 

Obviously, this Is tho placo to study 
Hinduism. Obviously, nlso, Hinduism 
hero Is not tho Hinduism of tho Chi- 
cago parliament of religions — or of 
Boston "parlor meetings." All. the 
washing that Is done In "Mother 
Ganges" can Bcarcoly make Hinduism 
clean enough to he presentable la 
good Anglo-Saxon socloty. 
Holiness 'and Dirt. 

Tho "holiest" Hindu Is tho dirtiest, 
.Ho has his face and body completely 
Bmearad with ashes, whereas tho or- 
dinary Hindu has only his arms and 
breast and forehead bo marked. This 
holy man's hair hangs in matted ropes, 
uncombed, unwashed and ash-filled. 
Although his sanctity Is bo great that 
he is worshipped — I saw tbo act, moro 
than once — ho Is not obliged to bother 
nbout tho common moralities which 
go along with tho western faiths. 

Ono of tho holiest, ns well ns ono 
of tho brainiest, was reclining on a 
couch of sharpcaod nails (a torture 
which probably looked more horrible 
than It felt, for this man underwent 
It' with no sign ot discomfort) when 
I Interviewed him, through nn Inter- 
preter. I oBkod him about tho "holy 
woman" at his sldo, comely oven 
through her nghes, on account ot 
whom this celebrated "fakeer" is con- 
sidered outcast by certain ot the 



parts of tho empire, como down by 
thousands to tho western bank of the 
Ganges In order to bathe. From In- 
fants to decrepit old men they dip 
Into the water and muttor their pray* 
era, with an earnestness and sincerity 
which cannot bo doubted. Tho great 
ghats, or step» down into the wator, 
are thronged with devotees. Many 
enny away tho water, for household 
use, or to bo bomo laboriously back 
homo to tho pilgrim's native village. 
Only tho western bank of the Ganges 
is efficacious, to die on tho eastern 
bank Is to bo reborn an ass. So tho 
western bank la lined With temples, 
ghats, and palaces, In various stages 
of disrepair. Thero Is merit In erect- 
ing one of these stiuctures. but no 
merit in maintaining ono after another 
man has built it. Ono hugo brown 
Btono palaco especially, a wondor of 
workmanship, has "sat down" In dis- 
orderly ruin on tho bank, 

If ever modern science takes hold 
of India, tho popularity of Boaares 
Is gone, for this worship of the Ganges 
Is a thing to glvo a believer In germs 
tho shudders. People bathe and drink 
the water, right from tho spot whore 
Bewage Is seeping through the ghats. 
They nro not troubled by tho proxim- 
ity of bathers In all stages of disease. 
The fact that corpses are soaking In 
tho stream just above them docs not 
disturb the worshippers a particle. 

The practice of burning the dead at 
Benares Is famous. After the body, 
wrapped In a thin covering, has lain 
for n timo In tho Ganges, a rough 
funeral pyre, three or four feet high, 
Is buflt of logs and sticks bought far 
the purpose, and It Is consumed with 
mora or less thoroughness. Tho parish 
dogs thrive by the fact that the Job 
Is not always well dono: I saw one 
cur gnawing a burnt fragment of a 
human body. 

I came to Benares prepared to find 
much to admlro In Hinduism; but 
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A Hindu Holy Man Sitting on Spikes, 



stricter sort of now Hindus. Ho as- 
sured me that tho woman merely lived 
with him to take care of his house; 
and that he Is not married to her. 
India Is fall of stories of tho immor- 
alities of those "holy men," who, as 
they march In procession stark naked 
through the utreets, aro truer to type 
than when on their visits over seas 
they sit, picturesquely clad, tho 
adored center of groups ot American 
women faddists. 

One More Disillusionment. 

At'Bonaros I discovered a grievance 
against tho stories I used to hear and 
read, when a youngster In Sunday 
school, about these "fnkecrs," and the 
other Hindu pilgrims to the Ganges' 
cleansing flood. I saw thousands ot 
the latter In a slnglo day. It used to 
bo represented that these men and 
women were all bo smitten with a 
sense of their sins, so burdened with 
their conscIousneSB of unhdllness, that 
they performed all their exacting yows 
In order to secure spiritual release. 
But missionaries on the spot tell mo 
that tho Hindu f» as lacking In' a 
sense of sin as I found the Japanese 
and the Chinese to be. Thoy know 
llttlo or nothing about what the Anglo- 
Saxon experiences as a consciousness 
of persona] sin. What, these people 
aro trying to expiate is the dread bur- 
den of 'life itself, and to secure, by 
the favor of tho'lnnumerablo gods In 
their 'pantheon, a mitigation of life's 
Ills In the next birth, In the long order 
of reincarnations. 

"Every Hindu's dread is that he may 
at death be transmigrated Into a lower 
caste man, or even Into a woman, or 
into an ass, a snake, a toad, or some 
other * loathsome creature Hla hope 
Is that ho may be reborn Into a 
higher caste, possibly a Brahman; 
and eventually, In the dreary 'proces- 
sion' of ages, Into Nirvana; which, 
while mystically explained In various 
ways, amounts really to the extinc- 
tion of personal Identity. Some of 
the holy men 'oven expect to proceed 
froth thlB present life into Nirvana, 
Wash Day on the Ganges. 

Therefore all these washings. Early 
In the morning tbe people of this old 
city— Benares far antedates the, Chris- 
tian era— and tho pilgrims from all 



somehow I cannot get past the dirt 
and Oltlilness of it all. There, for 
another example, Is one well, tho most 
sacred bit of water In India. This is 
a pool, the size of the swimming tank 
In an ordinary gymnasium, without 
Inlet or outlet, filled from the Ganges, 
nad cleaned out only onco-a year. To 
bathe In It ono must pay a high fee, 
as well as buy the flowers, milk, con- 
fectionary, sandalwood and other 
votive offerings tbat are poured Into 
the pool by the bathers. Aa a result 
of all these accumulations, tho' con- 
tents, Instead' ot being merely dirty 
water, aro a viscous mass, nauseat- 
ing even to look upon or to smell. 
Yet tottering old women, strong men, 
and blooming youth ducked In this 
place, I was impressed by a touch 
ot human sentiment here; a man and 
woman went ' Into the pool tied to- 
gether, tfcuB hoping to * insure that 
when thoy should be bora again they 
would once more' become man and 
wife. 

Religion .that Is Not "Fit to Print." 
Tho endeavor to give a fair repre- 
sentation, of tho -conditions la India 
amidst which missionaries work, and 
against which they must strive, Is hin- 
dered by tho Blmplo fact that were I 
to write plainly what I saw as tho 
prominent feature of Hindu worship 
la Benares thla paper would not bo 
permitted transmission through tho 
malls. The commonest object of wor- 
ship may not even be hinted at; while, 
bo far from writing a description of 
the sculptures on the walls of one 
temple,' thoy may not even bo recalled 
without disgust. It Is a distinct 
ascent to contemplate the sacred 
monkeys that fill one temple — more 
than 200 of them scampering about 
the trees and the courts— or the' 
sacred cowi-.'ond bullae tbat abound 
throughout the city. When a wealthy 
Brahman dies, a bull Is turned; loose 
in ( tha city to wander through the nar- 
row, Btreots and to pillage, undisturbed 
from the bazaars, The molton calf 
which the backslidden Israelites wor-, 
shipped Is uIbo here, to bo purchased 
as a household god. 

'The Quarrel In ths Temple. 
At the famous "Cow Temple" I saw 
and heard n row that would have at- 



tracted n mob any\^c-ra In Christ 
dom, A woman vom&lww wanted 
go Into tho inner dJirlno, but ^ 
priest contended that sho had not 
paid enough money. Sho shrilly In* 
a I Bled that sho had, and tried to force 
hor way puHt tho priest. Tho hitter 
thereupon a truck her a rououndlng 
blow In tho face, but oven this could 
not deter tho Intending worshipper, 
and when I loft, nflor watching the 
muss for ten mlnutca, the noUo of tho 
wranglo still filled tho temple; al* 
though tho other worshippers scoraotl 
to mind It as Httlo ns did tho well* 
fed cows that filled tho templo court 
Being an the Safe Side, 

Within tho compass of ono brief 
artlclo It la Impossible to glvo moro 
than more glimpses of tho religious 
life of thla sacred city and. Its myriad 
pilgrims, boat on making tho 16-mlIo 
round of holy places. Tho objocts of 
voneratlon are innumerable. Hero aro 
a dainty pair of foot, carved la high 
relief— not Impressed Into the whlto 
marble — which aro worshipped ns tho 
foot-prints of Vishnu. Nearby are 
Suttco stones", marking tho sltca where 
widows Immolated thomBelves upon 
their husband's funeral pyres. Im- 
agos of countless aorta, ore wreathed 
In flowers, showered with rice, cov- 
ered with holy wator, and rnada obol* 
sanco to. A Hindu 1b not going to 
take any chances; ho worahlpB what- 
ever Is likely to bo Bacred, from a 
BuddhlBt st at tio to a Christian church, 
to apeak only within my own knowl- 
edge. Aa ono said, "You novor can 
toll, and It Is best to bo on tho safe 
Bide." The tracts which I aaw a mis- 
sionary distributing among tho pll\ 
grimB on tho river bank wore eagerly 
sought for nnd read.

Theoretically, there aro 
four graad d I via Ions of caste, actually, 
thero are thousands of castes, and I 
never heard ot a European who at- 
tempted to understand all the caste 
marks which Hindus paint upon tholr 
faces, heads, arms and chests, 

Ono advantage of casto has been 
mentioned to mo by British army offi- 
cers: "If It were not for tho caste 
system, which breaks tho pcoplo up 
Into lrrcconcllinblo sections, England 
would not bo »blo to hold India for six 
months." 

Theosophy'a Flourishing College. 

Thcosophy, which here claims to be, 
practically, pure Hinduism, has ostah* 
llshed a great college at Benares, the 
"Central Hindu College," with TOO stu- 
dents and a lino equipment of build* 
Ings. Mrs. Annie Be s ant, herself, 
whom the late Col. Olcott nominated 
at tho direction ot tho "Mahatmas"' 
as president of the Thoosophlsts 
(although not all ot tbe Thoosophlsts 
seem Inclined to ratify this choice), 
resides hero and Is the head of the col* 
lege. The day of my visit to tho col* 
logo she was In Madras, tho world 
headquarters of thcosophy, so my In*. 
tor view was with her assistant, • an 
Englishwoman dressed In a salmon- 
colored kimono, with a white philos- 
opher's robo draped over It, Sho woro 
the sacred Brahman cord about her 
neck nnd her bare feet were thruBt 
Into sandals. Mrs. Besant claims to 
havo been n Brahman in a previous 
Incarnation. 

A revival of pure Hinduism Is one 
of the obJectB, If not the chief ob- 
ject, of tho college; which also gives] 
lnstructloa in tho western science! 
It was as surprising as It was disgust! 
Ing to find that this Institution, with ii 
staff of European theosophlsta am on: 
Its teachers, and supported In goc/f 
part by funds from Europe and Arnk I 
lea should havo as tho ono conspllr 
ous figure oa Us campus, in bcrlfq 
size, tho unmentionable Shiva symtirf'i 
If Boston only knew!

edged, so Unit It might be known 
that It had not gone astray. 

It Is not the province or thin story 
to tell of the joy of the little children 
la these 30 or HO homes, over the re- 
ceipt of some cherished toy and the 
ever welcome candy and ntitB, or of 
the heart-felt gratitude or tho parents, 
that, lor that one dny or all others, 
their families had been permitted to 
pnrtnke nf iho comfort and luxury of 
a well filled tabic, 

At the final meeting of the year, 
held the night after Christmas, at 
which the acknowledgments were 
read to the association, more than one 
woman's eyes wero brimming with 
tears, and more than one man had 
a lump In his throat thai was difficult 
to swallow, as he llBtcncd lo tho 
burning words of gratitude, for the 
joy that had been brought lo their 
homes. Some were expressed In un- 
couth, and some In the most refined 
language, but nil bore the Impress of 
sincerity. 

There was not a dissenting voice, 
when Mr. Wilson presented the fol- 
lowing resolution; 

Resolved, That the Christmas Just 
passed has been the happiest one of 
our lives, and thnt wo continue, as a 
permanent organization. "Tho Asso- 
ciated Santa Claus."— Ohio Magazine.

SCOFFS AT TALK OF WAR 



Japan Wanti Only Peace and Com- 
merce — Ohloan Refutes to Dis- 
cuss the Presidential 
Campaign. 



New York.— Will lam \l. Talt, secre- 
tary of war, returned Friday from hi 9 
trip around the world, bringing re- 
newed assurance of Japan's friend li- 
nes* toward the United States, but 
declining to Bay anything with respect 
to tho political situation in this coun- 
try. 

Ho said that he had been too long 
out of Intimate touch with politlcnl af- 
fairs at home to discuss them in any 
way. One of Mr. Taffs Inter viewers 
had the temerity to ask: "Well, sec- 
retary, tell us who Is your choice for 
president" 

Amid general laughter. In which he 
heartily Joined, the secretary replied: 
"I guess I will Imvo to leave that to 
Inference." 

Mr. Tart left for Washington on an 
early attcrnoon train, saying that ac- 
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\d matters In tho war depart- 
ed keep his nose to the oITi- 
Idstone for some lime to come, 
^6at the preparation of his special 
,-rport on the Philippines, which would 
^uc In book form, would also require 
much of his time In the near fu- 
ture. 

"It is tho height of foolishness to 
•talk of possible war with Japan," de- 
•clarcd the secretary. "Japan doesn't 
■desire war with us and we certainly 
■do not desire war with Japan. If there 
•was any war spirit anywhere in Jnpan, 
I failed to find the slightest note of 
IL Everywhere there was talk of con- 
tinued peace. I speak very confidently 
about this. Our trade relations with 
Japan are extensive and constantly 
growing. Japan's exports amount an- 
nually to about $160,000,000, of which 
■we take about one-third. The exports 
.consist largely of mattings, lace goodB, 
embroideries and other fancy work, In 
the production of which many people 
are interested. We In turn ship vast 
quantities of Hour, oil and such' com- 
modities to Japan. This sort or trade 
Is a great pacificator." 

"What about the Pacific fleet?". 
"The sailing must have been a mag- 
nificent sight. We have lino ships 
and a fine personnel, and as long as 
the Pacific ocean belongs to us as 
much as to anybody else, I Bee no rea- 
son why we should not Bend our ships 
there on a practice cruise. The Japan- 
ese are too Intelligent and high-minded 
to attribute any false motive to the 
movement. 



BLOWS EXCHANGED IN HOUSE 



WILLIAMS AND DE ARMOND RE- 
SORT TO FISTICUFFS. 



Latter Calls Former a Liar and Lively 

Combat Ensues for a 

Moment. 



Washington.— Tho spirit of rivalry 
that for live years has alternately 
smoldered and blazed between John 
Sharp Williams of Mississippi, loader 
of the minority, and David A. Do Ar- 
mond of Missouri, leader of tho minor- 
ity opposition, culminated In a flat 
fight Thursday on tho floor of tho 
house of representatives. 

Tho blows of Mr, Do Armond caused 
blood to flow down tho face of Mr. 
Williams, and only tho forcible Inter- 
vention of friends cut the combat 
shcrt. Mr. Do Armond bore away a 
scuffed nose. 

The Immediate cause of tho fight 
was tho passing of tho lie by Mr. Da 
Armond to Mr. Williams, resultant of 
a complaint by tho former that tho 
minority leader had broken faith In 
"burying" Mr. Booher of Missouri by 
recommending his assignment by 
Speaker Cannon lo the committee on 
coinage, weights nnd mcaBuroB, 

According to the statements of tho 
principals, Mr. Williams defended his 
action by declaring he had been told 
by Mr, Booker's colleague, Mr. Lloyd 
of Missouri, that the commltteo as- 
signment would bo satisfactory to Mr. 
Booher. Mr, Do Armond bluntly ques- 
tioned the truth of tho statement, and 
after tho failure of an effort on his 
part to transfer tho scene of con- 
troversy, Mr. Williams struck Mr. Do 
Armond a blow In the faco with closed 
fist. 

The exciting Incident will not bo 
set down In the official records of the 
Sixtieth congress, for the houao had 
been some minutes adjourned when 
the first blow was Btruck. 

Some representative cried out; 
"Look, look at the fight," Everybody 
looked; but so startled wcro they by 
what they saw that no ono seemed for 
the moment to think of rushing for- 
ward and stopping It Meantime Mr. 
Williams and .Mr. Do Armond, wedged 
between two rows of desks, were still 
exchanging blows. Blood was flowing 
down tho face of the leader of the 
minority, whllo Mr. Do Armond was 
endeavoring to grasp his opponent by 
the throat, at the same time vigorous- 
ly returning blow for blow. 

Then everybody awoko to tho un- 
seemliness of the scene nnd crowded 
In and made an end of it.

CIGARETTES CAN BE SOLD. 



Illinois Law Doesn't Prohibit It, Says 
Supreme Court. 

Springfield, 111. — Tho supreme court 
Wednesday handed down an opinion 
declaring the anti-clgnrette law passed 
by tho legislature this year does not 
apply to cigarettes which contain pure 
tobacco, hut only to those cigarettes 
which contain substances deleterious 
to health. It holds that the legisla- 
ture has tho right under tho exercise 
oT Its police power to pass an act pro- 
hibiting the sale of cigarettes, but 
that It cannot prohibit the sala ot 
cigarettes under the present act, tho 
tltlo of which only provides for the 
regulation of the sale ot cigarettes. 

The act of Juno, 1907, prohibiting 
tho sale of theater or amusement tick- 
ets for prices greater than the amount 
printed on the face ot the- tickets, was 
declared Invalid. 

The supreme court also decided 
that Mayor Busse ot Chicago removed 
without nuthorlty five members of tho 
school board appointed by Mayor 
Dunne.

Father of Victim Commits Suicide and 

Widowed Woman Tries to End 

Her Life, 



MANY KILLED BY EXPLOSION. 



Drowns In a Bathtub. 
North Attleboro, Mass.— Frederick 
E. Sergeant, cashier and vice president 
of the Jewelers' National bank ot this 
town, and prominently Identified with 
Providence, It. L, and North Attleboro 
business firms, was found dead In tho 
bathtub of his home In i,ho bank build- 
ing Tuesday night. Medical Examiner 
Holden stated that In his opinion 
death was due to accidental drowning. 



Powder Magazine In Palermo Blows 
Up — Whole Town Shaken. 

Palermo. — A terrific explosion oc- 
curred Thursday evening In the mili- 
tary powder magazine, where a largo 
quantity of dynamite was stored, and 
was followed by a number of lesser ex- 
plosions, the whole town being badly 
shaken and the people thrown Into a 
panic. Almost Immediately flames 
.shot high la tli air and spread to the 
ruins ot houses that had fallen, adding 
greatly to the terror of those who 
were In the Immediate neighborhood 
o'j the disaster. 

', it Is estimated that about 25 pep 
Soiis wero killed and a hundred others 
firjfired. Troops were ordered, out to 
'nhVithe firomea In clearing away the 

roeclc and succoring tho wounded. 



Jacobs Creek, Pa. — From the Darr 
mine ot tho Pittsburg Coal company, 
whero a terrific explosion Thursday 
Imprisoned and almost beyond 
doubt killed every ono of tho 200 
or more men who hod entered the 
mine for tho day, only six bodies had 
been brought to tho Burface up to ten 
o'clock Friday night. 

Others have been located and Ho In 
the entry awaiting a propitious time 
for their removal to the temporary 
morgue. Most of them, however, arc- 
still hemmed in by heavy falls of slate 
and other roof formation, n mile and 
a half and more beyond the point to 
which the rescuers have penetrated 
up to this time. 

Rescue work has been halted. A 
vast amount of brattlclhg must bo 
done before It can proceed. Tho res- 
cuing parties, 7.G00 feet from the main 
entrance, have found conditions such 
that to avert an additional disaster 
precautionary work must bo dono. 
The poisonous gnscs must bo forced 
from the sections beyond and addition- 
al air and ventilation must be pro- 
vided for that section. To neglect 
these precautions and proceed with 
the explorations Is to risk tho life of 
every man ot tho rescuing force. To 
provide these safeguards will require 
hours of time, and It Is not believed 
thnt tho great mass of bodies will bo 
reached before, late Saturday after- 
noon; 

Conditions round about the mines 
nnd In this town are greatly Improved. 
The men who began a holiday cele- 
bration by drinking and fenstlng have 
sobored up and ceased their carous- 
ing nnd disorder. 

Conrad Schuth, 48 years old, crazed 
by the death In tho initio or his son 
nnd other relatives, ended his own 
lire Friday by drowning In the river 
near the mine. He was a. widower 
and leaves four small children. 

Mrs, Carrino pelnno was restrained 
from commlttjng suicide with great 
difficulty. She lost her husband and 
two sons In tho disaster, and In quest 
of the bodies was crossing the river in 
tho "sky ferry,", a basket car sus- 
pended from a cable, when she was 
seized with the idea of leaping Into 
the stream. ■ In tho frail car tho ef- 
forts of throe men were required to 
restrain her until a landing was 
reached.

President's Order Causes Sensation In 
the Nevada Town. 

Washington. — President Roosovolt 
Friday administered a Btlnglng re- 
buko to Gov. Sparks ot Nevada for 
neglectf of duty by the pcaco officers 
at Goldfield. 

At the snmo time tho president or- 
dered withdrawn on December 30 the 
federal troops now at the mining town, 
because, as ho telegraphed Gov. 
Sparks, ho saw no reason why the fed- 
eral government should do ordinary 
police duty which locnl authorities are 
unwilling, apparently, to porrorm. 

Goldfield, Nov. — News of tho presi- 
dent's order removing tho federal 
troops from Goldfield on December 
30 has caused a sensation among 
the mine owners and tho resi- 
dents of tho city generally. Tbe news 
was received at noon Friday and .dur- 
ing tho aftomoon conferences were 
held botween Capt. Cox, tbe repre- 
sentative ot Gov. Sparks In Goldfield, 
and Co), Reynolds, commanding the 
troops here, and between the mine 
owners and members of President 
Roosevelt's commission. 

President McKlnnon and other offi- 
cials of tho miners' union sold that 
tho possibility of disorder or violence 
of any sort will be no greater after 
tho removal of the troops than now, 
and that they will uso every endeavor 
to maintain peace nnd quiet. 

Attorney O. N. Hilton, sent horo by 
President Moyer of the Western Fed- 
eration to assist In effecting, If possi- 
ble, a compromise for the Western 
Federation of Miners with tho Mine 
Owners' association, after a confer- 
once vvlth President McKlnnon snld 
that he was assured no violence would, 
bo nt templed. He said also that the 
position of the miners of tho Western 
Federation Is unchanged.

cables in tho Atlantic. 

For his efforts in behalf- of science 
Lord Kelvin had been decorated many 
times, having been a grand officer of 
tho Legion of Honor of Franco, a 
member of tho Prussian Order, Pour le 
Meritc, and commander of tbe Order 
cf King Leopold of Belgium. Ho re- 
ceived honors also from the Japanese 
and other governments.

Pennsylvania's Chicago Mall Runs 

Into Pllcd-Up Freight Cars— 

Miscreant Causes Fatal 

Wreck In Georgia. 

Pittsburg, Pa. — Four persons wore 
Injured, lieavy property loss waa sus- 
tained and Jhrco tracks of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad woro blockadod for 
the night by two wrecks noar Bolivar, 
Pa,, C8 miles east of hero, at seven 
o'clock Sunday night. 

Extra freight train No. 3084 left tho ' 
rails of track No. 1, because of a 
broken roll, It Is believed, and 20 cars 
wero smashed and piled up ovor 
tracks 2 and 3. Almost Immediately 
after tbo accident to the freight, No. 
18, known as the Chicago mall, run- 
ning at high speed to make up lost 
time, reached tho point on track No. 
2 and plowed into tho dobrla with tor- 
rlflco force. Every one on tho train 
was badly Jolted and shaken up, many 
of the passengers being thrown from 
their Beats. Nona of tho passonger 
cars left tho tracks, but a number of 
windows woro broken and soveral per- 
sons were cut by Dying glass. 

At tho office of the company hero 
It Is stated that one mall clerk wait 
severely brulaed and bumped by being 
thrown against tho side of the car and 
that three passengers were more or 
less cut and bruised. No one on tho 
freight trains was Injured. . 

Tho mall train consisted of five mall 
cars, two express cars and three day 
coaches, drawn by two locomotives. 
The front locomotivo was nlmost com- 
pletely demolished. 

Tallapoosa, Oa.— Train No. 23 on. 
the Southern, bound from Atlanta for. 
Birmingham, ran Into an open switch 
at this point about Bovon o'clock Sun* 
day night, killing Engineer Downey, 
of Atlnnta, and injuring two firemen. 
Tho train was drawn by two engines, 
both of which left the ralla and turned 
over. Tho postal car oIbo waa de- 
railed, but tho paBflengor coaches re 
malned on the rails and beyond a 
Blinking up nono of the passengers 
wore Injured. The switch had been 
tempered with, and dotoctlves are at 
work in an effort to run down the mis- 
creants.
